The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 55-80 
define over the art of record in that none of the art has a sensor on a support, with a 
layer that minimizes the formation of thrombus, where the sensor detects a metabolic 
product of nitric oxide. Applicant has not explicitly limited this term in the specification. 
However, it is the examiner's position that the term would be understood by one skilled 
in the art. Publication 2003/0136673 states that nitric oxide is converted in the body to 
nitrate, nitrite, and S-nitrothiol. In addition, applicant has stated that the term includes 
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peroxynitrite, nitrotyrosine and nitrosyl hemoglobin. Accordingly, the term " metabolic 
product of nitric oxide is being limited to nitrate, nitirite, S-nitrothiol, peroxynitrite, 
nitrotyrosine and nitrosyl hemoglobin.
